Hence, when he made the cal- 
culated extremely pragmatic de- 
cision to use ex-Nazis because, 
he said, there were no other 
trained administrators available, 
none could charge he did it out 
of comradeship or affiliation. 
During the years of the Hitler 
regime no person had opportunity 
who did not go along. 


Attention Distracted 


The Russians were even more 
realistic. But, as usual, they 
managed to distract attention 
from their acts. They made 
immediate use of ex-Nazis in 
setting up the so-called German 
Democratic Republic. At last

In addition, of course, there 
were dozens of small fry opera- 
tors who affirmed their loyalty 
and were accepted in lower 
echelon jobs. Ulbricht himself 
had acted as an informer to the 
Nazis‘in betraying German Com- 
munist members whom he be- 
lieved to be rivals. 

Ressian experts who directed 
the East Zone propaganda have 
diverted attention from their own 
use of former Nazis by carefully 
planned, well-timed ‘‘uncovering”’ 
of one-time Nazis in the West 
German government, such as the 
recent ‘‘expose”’ of General Heu- 
singer. This was not, in fact, an 
expose as there had never been 
any secret of General Heusinger’s 
record. 


Steady Attrition 


At no time has the Bundestag 
included more than three men 
who were closely associated with 
the Hitler government. There has 
been a steady attrition of ex-Nazis. 


West Germans, understandably, 
are irritated by the continued 
attention directed at their prob- 
lem. They argue that, after all, 
there were many who served in 
the army and the government, 
who became sincerely convinced 
of the values of Western democ- 
racy and committed themselves 
to it. They feel they should now 
be judged on the record of their 
loyalty and service to the prin- 
ciples of the West Germany con- 
stitution. 


General Heusinger and Hans 
Speidel met with General Dwight 
D. Eisenhower at Frankfurt, Ger- 
many, in 1951 to begin consulta- 
tions about rearming Germany. 
There was almost universal pub- 
lic opposition to creating a Ger- 
man military force.

A new suit seeking to stop the use of the county unit system in

Abram said, “I already have 
been approached by a client who 
wants to file a suit on the gov- 
ernor’s race.

day at his home. 


Harris is the first to use the 
new sculpturing technique. 


The Jet Madonna, looking down 
in abstract form at the baby 
Jesus cuddled in her granite 
arms, was created with the 
Linde stone-shaping burner. No 
chisel touched the granite Ma- 
donna. 


IN ELBERTON 


“I got the idea when I was up 
at the Liberty Quarry in Elber- 
ton,’ Harris revealed. “Two 
years ago I watched the quarry- 
ing of granite there. They were 
using a machine that burned 
through the rock like a hot knife, 
creating huge blocks weighing 
thousands of pounds.” 


‘While I watched,” Harris 
said, ‘“‘I began to wonder if the 
quarry made a smaller Linde 
burner that might be useful in 
my work. So I asked Linde 
Company engineering represent- 
ative C. E. Peck about it. 

“Sure enough, there was a 
smaller lab model—which they 
built at my request.”’ 
SLENDER DEVICE 

The Linde burner is a slender 
rod-like device which generates 
a jet flame from oxygen and 
kerosene converted into a fine 
mist. The fire flares from the 
nozzle at a velocity of 5,000 feet 
per second. The nozzle is cooled 
by an inflow of water. 


Directed against a hard rock 
surface, the fire jet “spalls’”’ or 
chips the stone. Industrially, Har- 
ris said, the burner is effective

WASHINGTON—U.S. military men in South Viet 
Nam were understood Tuesday to be operating in battle 
areas with South es forces fighting Communist 


guerrillas. 

Although the Americans in uni- 
form are not shooting, they are 
authorized to shoot back if fired 
upon by the Communists. 


Their authorization was suc- 
cinctly summarized by one source 
as follows: 


‘If anybody shoots at them 
they are going to shoot right 
back, believe me.”’ 


There are perhaps 2,000 Ameri- 
cans in uniform in South Viet 
Nam. instead of the officially re- 
ported 685 members of the mili- 
tary advisory group. 


SUPPORT ROLE 


The U.S. soldiers, under new 
arrangements with the South 
Vietnamese government, are 


taking part in tactical operations 
in battle areas, in “support roles 
in transport and communica- 
tions. 


Officials here are aware that 
the U.S. military men may be 
subject to direct attack by. the 
Viet Cong Communist guerrillas. 


For example, two U.S. com- 
panies of helicopters in South 
Viet Nam are about to start 
airlifting supplies and combat 
equipment. 

The helicopter units include 
about 400 Americans and about 
40 helicopters. Additional air- 
craft, ground vehicles and am- 
phibious ships are being sent to 
South Viet Nam.

PLASTIC BOATS 


Included in the additional equip- 
ment for the South Vietnamese 
forces are plastic boats that are 
smaller than the usual landing 
craft and that can be propelled 
by small motors. The boats can 
be carried overland through jun- 
gles and over mountains. 


Among the increased U.S. mili- 
tary groups in South Viet Nam 
are socalled ‘‘mobile training 
teams’ of eight to 12 men. These 
teams are skilled in communica- 
tions and mechanical mainte- 
nance. 


The teams go from country to 
country in Southeast Asia, teach- 
ing local units-how to handle sup- 
port operations and to teach 
others. Many of the mobile train- 
ing teams have been concentrated 
in South Viet Nam. 


Most U.S. military men in South 
Viet Nam are engaged in training 
and in teaching maintenance of 
the sizeable increase in equip- 
ment under the accelerated aid 
progrgam. 


The United States has delivered 
about $500 million worth of mili- 
tary equipment to South Viet 
Nam over the past seven years.

Gov. Vandiver has declared he will 
veto any legislative change in the state 
appropriations act, including one to fi- 
nance the new auto title registration law. 
He also says he will veto any tax in- 
creases.

Are Real Issues 


WASHINGTON—One high-ranking member of 
the Kennedy administration has predicted that 
the ‘‘soft on communism” issue will be the prin- 


cipal one in the Republican attack on the administration next year. 
Both parties should hope that this prediction does not come true. 


There are at present a great 
many important, debateable prob- 
lems to be solved. 

In each case there is a ‘‘con- 
servative’ approach and a ‘‘lib- 
eral’ approach toward the solu- 
tion. Should there be a health 
insurance under Social Security 
to provide for people when they 
get old? Or should there be some 
provision worked out by the in- 
dividual states’ departments of 
welfare? Should the federal gov- 
ernment provide money for school 
construction in Georgia? Or 
should only local funds be used? 
Should urban renewal be carried 
out by private agencies? by the 
federal government? by cities 
alone? by some combination? 


These solutions should be the 
subject of intense debate, because 
what is finally decided will have 
influence for a long, long time. 
Liberals and conservatives alike 
should marshall all their resources. 

Yet there is already evidence 
to indicate that conservatives are 
going to allow themselves to be 


part of a useless and needlessly 
divisive fight over liberals’ being 
“soft on communism.”’ 

The Republican Party and con- 
servatives in the Democratic 
Party have limited resources (‘as 
do their opponents). The more 
of their energy, time and money 
they use to fight this issue out, 
the less they'll have to devote to 
the other issues. And the other 
issues are the real issues. 

It is simply absurd to suggest 
that President Kennedy or his 
party does not understand the 
threat of communism. It is sim- 
ply absurd to suggest that. only 
Republicans or only conserva- 
tives are opposed to Reds. 

It is absurd because it isn’t 
true. It is absurd because it 
leaves the real essence of liberal- 
ism undebated. 


Even a liberal has to admit 
that liberal solutions are not al- 
ways 100 per cent correct and 
that, therefore, no debate is need- 
ed. If that were true, we'd hard- 
ly be in the mess we're in today.

Nehru Subdues 


His Conscience 


WASHINGTON—No aspect or immediate po- 
tential of India’s aggression on the ancient Indian 
enclaves of Portugal seems to be giving Prime 


Minister Nehru much concern, and the reasons are highly visible. 
Conscience might trouble another statesman in the circumstances, 
but Nehru has always been able to reconcile his own with conflicting 
actions—such as the denial of a plebiscite in Kashmir—and with his 
general assumption of the moral leadership of the world. 


But in this instance, as his 
armed forces go about ‘‘liberat- 
ing” peoples who have not dem- 
onstrated what they want to be, 
Nehru’s serenity can also be 
traced to more substantial causes. 
Soviet Russia warmly supports 
his enterprise. With a promptness 
which would be more amazing if 
Nehru had not stopped off at Cai- 
ro on his way home from the 
United States in November, Presi- 
dent Nasser has closed the Suez 
Canal to Portuguese naval assist- 
ance bound for Goa. And Presi- 
dent Sukarno of Indonesia, who 
is bent on another forceful “‘lib- 
eration,” in Netherlands New 
Guinea, has applauded the inva- 
sion of Goa as a moral demon- 
stration that “there can be no 
compromise with colonialism.” 

Against these items of substan- 
tial comfort to Nehru, what are 
the debits? Great Britain offi- 
cially announced it “utterly de- 
plores’’ the Indian aggression. 
The American secretary of state 
“deeply regrets it.’’ But simul- 
taneously the British pointed out 
that, despite the obligation of 
their most ancient treaty to de- 
fend Portuguese territory from 
external attack, their overriding 
alliance is with members of the 
commonwealth, of which India

is one. And if the Kennedy ad- 
ministration continues to be guid- 
ed in its foreign policies by 
world opinion,”’ as reflected by 
the votes in the U.N. that are 
majority or minority according 
to the stand of the Afro-Asian 
bloc, the prime minister need not 
fear that the United States will op- 
pose his aggression with anything 
harder than words.

Therefore, the 
general defensive goal of United 
States policy must be to prevent 
the fulfillment of the Communist 
aim, and at the same time seek 
to halt subversion and infiltration 
from. within. 

If true defense were to be em- 
braced as the mainspring of our 
strategic policy, a score of facts 
of political life would demand rec- 
ognition. Among these would be 
the recognition that peace is not 
and cannot be an objective of for- 
eign policy; that the doctrines of 
“equality of nations’’ and ‘“‘non- 
intervention in the internal af- 
fairs of other nations’’ would have 
to be discarded; that friends 
would have to be distinguished 
from enemies, and that no favors 
could be extended to Commu- 
nists or proCommunists on the 
fragile assumption that they could 
be ‘‘wooed away”’ from the cen- 
tral bloc; and that tacit approval 
of noncollaboration with the So- 
viet Union would have to be ac- 
cepted if the initiative in policy 
is to be returned to this country. 

But a defensive strategy, be- 
cause it is negative, is never 
enough. . . . any retreat of the 
Communists would be but tem- 
porary. Indeed, the Communists 
have not been standing still for 
the past ten years. Policy must 
come first, and policy cannot be 
predicated upon peace as the su- 
preme objective. In the world of 
today there is no chance of bluf- 
fing as able an enemy as the 
Communists. The concrete aims 
of American policy are bound to 
be open to conflict at any mo- 
ment, and when these conflicts 
are of any consequence, their res- 
olution will mean a definite ad- 
vance or a definite setback for 
American world objectives, and, 
conversely, a definite setback or 
advance for Communist objec- 
tives. One cannot go forward 
without the other’s retreating.

Moreover, a woman rated a 
low berth in that pre-Christian 
civilization. Many times she was 
little more than a chattel slave, 
veiled behind dark cloth, serv- 
ing in a menial capacity. The 
fact that Jesus openly talked 
with a woman in Samaria 
brought down the wrath of the 
traditionalists. 

If Christ had not come, there 
would have been no forgiveness 
of sins. It is a strange com- 
mentary that in the major reli- 
gions which preceded Chris- 
tianity, no provision was made 
for forgiveness of sin. 

Nowhere in the lore of 
Roman, Greek, Scythian, Baby- 
lonian, Egyptian or Persian re- 
ligious systems was ample pro- 
vision made for absolving guilt 
and lifting the burden of 
human sin. 

Yet, every Christian knows 


that whatever the nature of his 
transgression — whether it is 
missing his mark, broken fellow- 
ship, alienation, disobedience or 
immorality — in every case the 
sin can be forgiven, the guilt 
removed and the penalty set 
aside.

year.

ALBANY—The City of Albany, 
beseiged with anti-segregation 
demonstrations and bi-racial ne- 
gotiations, returned to normal 
Tuesday afternoon as the last of 
several hundred demonstrators 
were released from jail. 


“We have met non-violence with 
non-violence and we are happy 
with the results,” said. Police 
Chief Laurie Pritchett, who 
worked with the City Commission 
and some Negro leaders for an 
agreement that ended the Negro 
protests and brought the release 
of the demonstrators. 


The demonstrators were re- 
leased on $200 cash bonds or $400 
property bonds. 


Chief Pritchett said he had col- 
lected about $100,000 worth of 
bonds Tuesday. 


The chief said he did not plan 
to call the more than 700 cases to 
trial for “at least the next 60 
days, unless we have further dem- 
onstrations. ‘‘Then the trials will 
commence immediately. That is 
the agreement we have,” he said. 


Chief Pritchett said ‘‘absolute- 
ly no concessions” were made to 
the Negroes in reaching the agree- 
ment to end the protests. 


However, Negro leaders, includ- 
ing Marion S. Page, executive 
secretary of the Albany Move- 
ment, contended that the city con- 
ceded one important point to the 
Negroes: 


“The demonstrations forced 
forced them to negotiate,” Page 
said. “‘We’ve just begun to fight.

Police Chief Laurie Pritchett 
said Tuesday that police have 
been making no arrests at the 
terminals for segregation offenses 
since the ICC anti-segregation rul- 
ing. He said that Negroes using 
the terminals in a normal fash- 
ion would not be disturbed by po- 
lice.

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5-County Transit Will Work, City Told

Atlanta-based fears that a five- 
county approach to developing 
rapid transit here could be block 
ed by one county's negative vote 
are without foundation, Fulton 
County Attorney Harold Sheats 
said Tuesday. 


This apprehension has been cited 
by the city. Sheats said, as a pri- 
mary reason behind its proposal 
to give Atlanta full control of the 
incipient rapid transit program. 


Sheats' remarks pointed up the 
possibility of a General Assembly 
squabble erupting over the city’s 
proposed constitutional amend- 
ment to set up a rapid transit 
authority of five members named 
by the mayor and the Atlanta 
aldermanic board. 


But Mayor-elect Ivan Allen Jr. 
said Tuesday night he does not 
feel that the proposal is yet ‘‘a 
matter of controversy.”’ “I firmly 
believe that all of us are going to 
work for the best interests of the 
development of this very neces- 
sary program,”’ he said. 


Allen said he views the city 
proposal as ‘‘a provision for im- 
mediate legislation to commence 
this project.” 


Regarding objections to Atlan- 
ta's controlling program, Allen 
said he estimates that some ‘65 
to 80 per cent of the initial cost” 
of rapid transit will fall on areas 
“within the corporate limits of 


Atlanta.” 


He said terminal and switching explored, Sheats said, at a Nov. 27 


facilities for rapid transit would 
be located downtown and that 
city officials must keep in mind 
that “nearly all of the initial ex- 
pense will be involved in down- 
town Atlanta.”’ 


Allen said rapid transit would 
not be designed to “‘drain’’ peo- 
ple from Atlanta suburbs but to 
expand their opportunities to work 
in the city and live “in these very 
fine and spacious communities.” 


“Every town that rapid transit 
eventually penetrates will bene- 
fit’ through increased retail 
sales, population growth and ris- 
ing tax revenue, he said. 


But Sheats sald that under the 
setup proposed by Atlanta, the 
city would virtually dictate the 
terms under which other govern- 
ments — like Fulton, DeKalb, 
Cobb, Gwinnett and Clayton coun- 
ties—could participate in rapid 
transit. 


If the Atlanta proposal is rati- 
fied, ‘the Legislature could not 
change it,’’ Sheats said, and 
should it develop that some 
changes were needed, “it would 
take another constiutional amend- 
ment’’ to get them. 


Ald. John A. White, in offering 
the city proposal, had voiced fears 
that any five-county joint endeavor 
might stymie rapid transit by 
failure of a single county to ap- 
prove the necessary legislation. 


That possibility was thoroughly

It said “there is evidence of 
certain gaps or lags of services 
and overlapping of effort in the 
department’’ and charged that 
there was ‘‘very little evidence 
that they have a system of or- 
ganized research.”’ 


The House committee’s reports 
followed several months of study 
into the fiscal affairs of the State 
Department of Education, which 
administers the $214 million school 
budget. 


The committee further said of 
the department: 


‘On request for information, the 
department apparently isn’t able 
to provide the information needed 
without a great deal of effort.

ISSUES COMMAND 


Sukarto, as supreme com- 
mander, also issued a three-point 
command ordering the Indonesian 
people, including those in West 
New Guinea: to frustrate the for- 
mation of a Dutch-created Papua 
“puppet” state; to hoist the In- 
donesian national red and white 
flag in West Irian; to prepare 
for a general mobilization for the 
defense of the independence and 
unity of the country. 


Sukarno said the order was nec- 
essary because the “Dutch are 
still continuing colonialism in our 
territory of West Irian (Indone- 
sian name for West New Guinea) 
by means of separating our coun- 
try and nation.” 


In addressing the large crowd 
in commemoration of the Dutch 
attack on the former Indonesian 
revolutionary capital 13 years ago, 
the President made no reference 
to the Indian invasion of Goa. But 
officials said privately this ac- 
tion strengthened Indonesia’s right 
to take similar action. 


MANY DISAPPOINTED 

Many Indonesians were disap- 
pointed because Sukarno had not 
followed the Indian example by 
ordering a full scale military at- 
tack to seize control of the dis- 
puted territory. 


It is believed here that Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy’s recent 
communication to Sukarno may 
have had a moderating effect. 
Kennedy is understood to have 
asked the Indonesian leader for 
patience in seeking a solution of 
the West New Guinea dispute with 
The Netherlands but he reassured 
Sukarno that the United States 
was still well disposed toward a 
favorable solution for Indonesia. 


Observers here feel that Su- 
karno is restraining military ac- 
tion now only to allow The Nether- 
land's Western Allies another 
chance to press it into opening 
negotiations with Indonesia to seek 
a peaceful solution. 


JABS AT WEST 


Western resolution in the U.N. Se 
curity Council in New York calling 
on India to pull back, the ministry 
issued this communique: ‘The 
Portuguese garrison at Panjim 
(Nova Goa), capital of Goa, sur- 
rendered to our troops at 6 this 
morning. The garrison at Damao 
surrendered at 8:20 a.m. and Diu 
at 11:10 a.m.” 


‘The Portuguese colonial ad- 
ministration had already collapsed 
when Indian armed forces entered 
the Portuguese-occupied territor- 
ies yesterday. Now even the last 
vestiges of their colonial adminis- 
tration have disappeared,”’ it said. 


“There was hardly any resist- 
ance met by our troops anywhere. 
Roads had been heavily mined, 
bridges and culverts had been de- 
stroyed and these were only de- 
laying factors. Everywhere the ci- 
vilian population not only warmly 
welcomed the troops but also ren- 
dered them every assistance that 
was possible.”’ 


FIND DYNAMITE 


“Our troops found a number of 
houses full of dynamite which was 
intended for destroying civilian 
property and public utility instal- 
lations. Several buildings were 
found to be charged for destruc- 
tion, but due to the arrival of our 
troops the Portuguese ran away 
and had no time to complete their 
plans for destruction,” the com- 
munique said. 


“The number of casualties suf- 
fered by us has been small. Eight 
of our personnel have been killed 
and some wounded. Of the eight 
killed, four were sailors belonging 
to a landing party of the Indian 
navy on’ Angediva Island. Their 
deaths were due to deceptive tac- 
tics adopted by the Portuguese 
garrison, who put up a white flag 
and then attacked the landing par- 
ty with close machine-gun fire. 


CASUALTIES LIGHT 


**All available information indi- 
cates Portuguese casualties are 
also small. 


“The punctiliousness and care 
with which our defense personne! 
have carried out their work has 
won praise for them from all con- 
cerned. Not a single church, tem- 
ple or place of worship has been 
touched. The civilian population 
everywhere has been given full 
protection from the activities of 
the Portuguese soldiery and other 
antisocial elements. 


“Over 1,000 Portuguese soldiers 
have already laid down their arms 
and more are coming in.”’ 


Indian authorities said that, of 
their other casualties, two soldiers 
were killed in the conquest of Da- 
mao and two in Diu. 


FLAG RAISED 


A report from Belgaum, the In- 
dian command center on the Goan 
front 200 miles south of Bombay, 
said the invasion commander, Lt. 
Gen. J. N. Chaudhury, raised In- 
dia’s saffron, white and green flag 
in Nova Goa about 9 a.m. 


Maj. Gen. Kenneth: P. Candeth, 
commander of the infantry that 
invaded Goa, was appointed gov- 
ernor-general. 


There was no information here 
as to what had become of Silva. 

Defense Minister V. K. Krish 
na Menon took off for New York 
to participate in any further U.N.

A youthful Bandit Tuesday 
robbed the Bank of Temple of be- 


tween $3,000 and $3,500 and es- 


caped alter forcing an assistant 
cashier into the bank vault, police 
said. 


The latest in the unprecedented 
wave of bank and loan associa- 
tion robberies in Georgia this year

Gilmer Rep. Pat McCutchen 
said Tuesday he will attempt 
to keep nuisance candidates for 
local office out 
of general elec- 
tions by requir- 
ing them to pay 
regis tration 
fees. 

McCutchen 
said he will 
make the pro- 
posal to the 
1962 General 
: Asembly, but 

: ‘ will not set the 
Rep. MeOutcbes fees, leaving 
them to the fiscal official in each 
county. 


“The reason for the law ts that 
anybody who wants to run now, 
whether he is serious or not, just 
jumps in the race,”’ McCutchen 
said. 


County officials would be di- 
rected to fix ‘‘reasonable fees’’ 
in the law, but would not be 
guided by a minimum and maxi- 
mum under his proposal. 


In most counties, the county 
commission or the ordinary would 
be charged with setting the fees, 
since they normally are the fis- 
cal officers. 


Entry fees already are re 
quired in the Democratic pri- 
maries, and they are fixed by 
the county executive committee 
for local races. 


The Democrats use the fees to 
defray election expenses. Counties 
would be allowed to use the gen- 
eral election fees for the same 
purpose, since the money now 
comes from county tills, he said.

Would Keep 


Tuition Law 


State Sen. Erwin Mitchell Tues- 
day announced his opposition to 
repeal of the state’s private school 
tuition grant law, but said he 
would push an amendment limit- 
ing its application. 


Mitchell said that in passing a 
package of open-school laws last 
winter, the General Assembly 
“entered into a solemn contract 
with the people of Georgia.”’ 


Repeal of the tuition grant part 
of the package, he added in a 
radio address in Dalton, ‘‘would 
render useless the entire package 
of bills.”’ 


But the former congressman 
added that he would seek to limit 
tuition grants to children “for 
whom no public school is avail- 
able as a consequence of the 
schools being closed by a vote of 
the people followingia court order 
to desegregate.”’ 


Mitchell offered such an amend- 
ment at the 1961 session, and it 
is still before the Senate Educa- 
tion Committee. 


He also declared his support 
for federal aid to education and 
called on all prospective candi- 
dates for governor and lieutenant 
governor to state their positions 
on the question. 


(Mitchell has been mentioned 
frequently as a candidate for gov- 
ernor. ) 


Mitchell said he would introduce 
a resolution proposing that the 
state Senate recommend federal 
aid to the state’s congressional 
delegation.

New Pamphlet Has Answers 


WASHINGTON (# — That ques- 
tion asked by some called-up Na- 
tional Guardsmen and reservists 
—‘‘Why me?"’ — has brought 14 


answers from Army headquar- 
ters. 


The Army sald Tuesday it is 
sending out a pamphlet to all the 
119,000 men who have been 
brought into active duty, designed 


The 1l-page folder is a conden- 
sation of 14 “most frequently 
asked” questions — and the an- 
swers — and is issued under the 
title, ‘“‘Why Me?” 


It was put into circulation in the 
wake of complaints from what the 
Army says is less than 1 per 
cent of the men called to active 
duty and an accompanying con- 
troversy over the administration's 
action when there was no shoot- 
ing war. 


First is presented the question 
of whether the build-up with 
guardsmen and reservists was 
necessary. The Army says yes, it 
was needed to demonstrate U.S. 
determination in light of the ‘‘in- 
creasingly hostile behavior’ of 
Chinese and Russian Reds, to face 
up to Russian threats over Ber- 
lin, and to have combat forces 
ready for meeting possible trou- 
ble at widely separated places. 


Discussing results of the partial 
mobilization, the Army says ‘‘It 
has stimulated action by many of 


-- 


our allies to strengthen their mili- 
tary forces.” The effort to induce 
a build-up of other allied forces 
has been greatest in Europe, 
where the United States has been 
trying to provide something more 
than the 2i-division force of 
NATO. 


This opening portion of the 
pamphlet obviously is intended to 
explain to the men why they are 
where they are — which critics 
say the military has failed to do. 


After briefly outlining national 
policy and doctrine, the booklet 
takes up some of the more funda- 
mental gripes. There is the one 
asking, ‘Why me instead of call- 
bing up more draftees?"’ 


It's this way, the Army says: 
The regular Army is being ex- 
panded by larger draft calls. 
Draftees take months to train and 
‘‘we could not wait months’ to 
meet the situation. 


Draft calls at the start of mo- 
bilization went up to a peak of 
25,000 for the September quota, 
but have come down since, with 
the latest quota, for January, set 
at 15,000. The initial quotas were 
large to bring the regular Army 
to higher strength faster; the re- 
quirements are approaching ful- 
fillment and recruiting is picking 
up, the Army says. 


Why were reserve units not sent 
overseas if the Army needed them 
so much? 


About 40 per cent of the Army 


already is overseas and many 


guard and reserve units have re- 
placed outfits in the United 
States, it is answered. What is 
needed is a “powerful strategic 


reserve’’ (which includes guards- | 


men and reservists) ready for 
heading off to trouble spots any- 
where. 


The ‘“‘Why Me” 
cludes with President John F. Ken- 
nedy’s statement in his inaugural 
address: ‘‘Ask not what your coun- 


try can do for you; ask what you 


can do for your country.”

SNAPPY CHEESE ROLL

to get to room temperature. 
Mash with fork. Work in flour. 
Roll on wax paper. Mash down, 
smooth sides with hand. Put 
roll in icebox until chilled. Slice 
thin and bake in oven until well 
done. 

TURKEY DRESSING 
Medium-sized pan of 
corn bread 

slices toasted bread 
stalk celery, chopped 
large onions, chopped 
eggs 

cup butter 

Salt, pepper, sage 
Stock from turkey 

Mix toasted bread and corn 
bread that have been crumbled 
with stock. Be sure to use 
enough stock so it will not be 
stiff. Add eggs and remaining 
ingredients. Bake slowly for 1 
hour.

WHIPPED SWEET POTATOES

CRANBERRY SALAD 
I envelope plain gelatin

2 cups cranberries 
9 cup chopped celery 
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1, cup chopped nuts 
1 tsp. salt 


Cook cranberries in 1 cup 
water 20 minutes. Stir in sug- 
ar and cook five minutes long- 
er. Soften gelatin in % cup 
cold water. Add to hot cran- 
berries and stir until dissolved; 
cool and when mixture begins 
to thicken add celery, nuts and 
salt. Turn into mold that has 
been rinsed in cold water. Chill 
until firm.

More Mature

Today’s college girl doesn’t study as much but 
she accomplishes as much—or more. So decrees Miss 
Louise McKinney, who taught Agnes Scott College 
girls for almost a half century. 


Observing her 94th birthday 
and reminiscing, the witty little 
professor emeritus of English 
sees plenty of campus changes. 
But above all, she is amazed 
at the maturity and sophistica- 
tion of today’s college girl. 


“They do more mature class- 
room work too,’ reports the 
pert little woman who has kept 
an eye on “her girls” since 
her 1936 retirement, from a 
white Victorian cottage on the 
edge of the campus. 


“They wanted us to kiss them 
goodnight,”’ the blue-eyed, witty 
oldster recalled. Then the girls 
were off to bed at 10 p.m., 
and up again about 6, 


GAY %s 


The Gay 90s coeds could turn 
a pretty verse, she recalls, in 
flourishing poetry clubs. 


“But they couldn’t write a 
term paper. We had to teach 
them to organize,’’ Miss McKin- 
ney thinks back. 


Today’s college girls aren't as 
scholarly, she believes. But 
they get as good results. 


But then the prim scholar of 
the turn-of-the-century, in her 
crisp shirtwaist and long black 
skirt, had a sketchy high school 
education and came to college 
—really more a prep school— 
much earlier than today’s coed. 


Dating wasn’t even dreamed 
of until the early 1900s, Miss 
McKinney reports. 


‘“‘We were a boarding school 
and the only visitors were close 
relatives,’’ she reminds. 


Not only were the sweet young 
things chaperoned on trips to 
town, an eagle-eyed teacher ac- 
companied them on ‘walking 
tours,”’ a great favorite. 


“Oh, they cared about their 
figures then, too,”’ bright-eyed 
Miss McKinney assures. 


They climbed into their long 
bloomers and headed for physi- 
cal culture class, working out 
strenuously with dumb-bells and 
Indian clubs. 


Current college girls ‘‘do any- 
thing they please,”’ Miss McKin- 
ney admits. But she doesn’t 
worry about their morals. 


“IT think they’re morally all 
right,”’ she says. ‘“‘They do the 
same thing at college they would 
at home.” 


Are they as ladylike as their 
predecessors? 


“Except for those pants,” 
she sighs. 

“T never expected to see blue 
jeans on my campus,”’ she says. 
And shorts worry her even 
more. 


Back to studious pursuits, 
Miss McKinney remembers the 
girls complained as much about 
overwork then as now. 


OVERWORKING 


*‘We had an awful reputation 
for overworking the girls,’’ she 
jokes. ‘‘Mothers thought we were 
ruining their daughters’ health.”’ 


The big change in curriculum 
is “‘sO many more subjects,”’ 
she says. 


“Women weren't considered 
natural as scientists,”’ she re- 
calls her classes of the 1890s. 


Now Agnes Scott has an as- 
tronomy observatory, anthropol- 
ogy and a well-rounded science 
department, as well as all the 


liberal arts. 


“They had no interest in poli- 
tics and government,”’ she adds. 


“They just wanted to get out 
of school and get married. They 
still do,’ Miss McKinney says.

It’s not original. It’s only true—bowling is a weird 
and wonderful sport. No one knows this better than 
Ralph Brunt, Atlanta’s 22-year-old bowling star.

Open, first stop on the Professional Bowlers Association's 
tour, Brunt shot an embarrassing 142-150-151-443 
scratch series in the Briarcliff Classic 
League.

TENTATIVE 1962 BUDGET 
CITY OF ATLANTA, 
GEORGIA : 


Under the Charter Amendment enacted at the General 
Session of the Georgia Legislature in 1937, a new Budget 


law for the City of Atlanta was enacted, with the following 
provisions: 


“Section 10. On or before the first Monday in Decem- 
ber of each year, the budget commission shal] estimate the 
amount of normal receipts of the City of Atlanta for the 
following calendar year, together with a tentative appro- 
priation bill. The budget commission shall include in its 
anticipations for the next year a sum not to exceed the 
normal revenue collected by the City of Atlanta from all . 
sources during the period from January 1 to November 1 
of the current year, and the estimated revenue for the re- 
mainder of the current year. They shall tentatively appro- 
priate a sum sufficient to cover the debt service, including 
the sinking fund and interest on bonded indebtedness. The 
tentative estimate of receipts and appropriations for debt 
service shall be submitted to the budget commission named 
for the year in which the fund is to be expended, and pub- 
lished one time in a daily newspaper, and the budget com- 
mission named for the year in which the fund is to be 
expended is directed to revise said budget so that the total 
anticipated revenue for the current year shall not exceed 
the normal revenue received from all sources during the 
preceding year, except collections from tax executions on 
real estate and on personal property and choses in action 
owned by the City, provided that there may be added to 
such anticipations, a sum equal to not more than 85% of 
all tax executions on real estate and 50% of all tax execu- 
tions on personal property not more than three years old 
and choses in action owned bv the City and certified by the ff 
tax assessor as being solvent and collectible. The budget 
commission shall also allocate a sufficient sum to provide 
for debt service, including sinking fund and interest on 
bonded indebtedness, which sum shall not be diverted to 
any other department by the mayor and board of aldermen 
This shall constitute the final budget and shall be filed with 
the mayor and board of aldermen on or before the third 
Monday in January of the year during which said budget 
shall operate. When such budget has been filed, the same 
shall be binding upon the mayor and board of aldermen 
without any action of approval or disapproval.”
